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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(b) as being anticipated by Sawyer et al (U.S. 
Patent No. 4,684,364). Sawyer et al discloses an arrangement of intravenous system for 
preventing air embolisms during surgical procedure. Figure 1 illustrates a needle (N) is inserted 
into the patient's (?) arm (A). The intravenous fluid source (10) is connected to the patient (P) 
via a reservoir (12) eventually to be connected to the tubing (18) feeding into pump (20) at the 
end of which is connected tubing (26) which is leading to the needle (N). The Sawyer et al 
device is inherently capable of performing the steps as recited in the claim.
